Oral Health Recent Events

School Dental Screening
Requirement

Audit results for the second year of implementation of the
school dental screening requirement are now available and
posted on the Oral Health Bureau webpage. The audit report
represents all schools with useable audit data. For some
schools, audit forms were not submitted or the submitted forms
were not useable due to incorrect data.

According to the lowa Department of Education Annual
Condition of Education Report, there were 81,287 students
enrolled in kindergarten (42,071) and 9th grade (39,216) in 2009-2010. Useable audit data was submitted
for 65,300 students, for a compliance rate of 80 percent. (Note: Based on available data, it is not possible to
determine the percent of compliance for transfer students in grades 1-6 or 10-12).

For those students included in the 2009-2010 audit report:
=70 percent submitted valid screening documentation
=16 percent had treatment needs (required dental care or urgent dental care)
=94 percent were screened by a dental professional (dentist or dental hygienist)

The comprehensive audit report summary includes three sections: a state summary; a school summary with
detailed data by county, district and school; and a key that defines the data categories.

Inside I-Smile™; 2010

The annual I-Smile™report is available on the Oral Health Bureau webpage at www.idph.state.ia.us/hpcdp/
common/pdf/oral_health/inside_ismile_2010.pdf. SFY2010 was another successful year for I-Smile™. More
at-risk lowa children are receiving dental services. The work done by I-Smile™ coordinators and other staff
within Title V child health agencies has been critical to the project’s success and the ability of families to access
dental care for their children.

Changes to Medicaid Billing for Oral Health Screenings

Effective February 1, 2011, a “DA” modifier must be included when billing Medicaid for any oral health

screening. The DA madifier applies to codes D0120, D0145 and D0150 and indicates that the screening was
provided by a health professional other than a dentist. All screening centers and maternal health centers are
required to use the DA modifier when applicable. The reimbursement for the screening does not change due
to this modifier. Please refer to the lowa Medicaid Enterprise Informational Letter #976 that details the use of

the DA modifier for billing. Informational Letter #976 can be viewed on page 6 of The UPdate.

National Change in Coding Flu Vaccine

A national change in CPT coding is altering the way in which flu vaccine must be coded when submitting
claims. Note that the information below pertains to the flu vaccine code (not administration of vaccine).

Effective January 1, 2011 Code 90658 (influenza virus vaccine, split virus, when administered to
individuals 3 years of age and older, for intramuscular use) will no longer be available for coding flu
vaccine. In its place, the following codes should be used for the vaccine (as applicable):

®Q2035 - Influenza virus vaccine, split virus, when administered to individuals 3 years of age and
older, for intramuscular use (Afluria)

®Q2036 - Influenza virus vaccine, split virus, when administered to individuals 3 years of age and
older, for intramuscular use (Flulaval) (Note that this flu vaccine is not available under the VFC
program)

=Q2037 - Influenza virus vaccine, split virus, when administered to individuals 3 years of age and
older, for intramuscular use (Fluvarin)

=Q2038 - Influenza virus vaccine, split virus, when administered to individuals 3 years of age and
older, for intramuscular use (Fluzone)

=Q2039 - Influenza virus vaccine, split virus, when administered to individuals 3 years of age and
older, for intramuscular use (Not Otherwise Specified)

ISSUED BY: Iowa Department of Human Services, lowa Medicaid Enterprise (IME)
RE: Billing for Oral Health Screening (D0120, D0145 and D0150)
EFFECTIVE: February 1, 2011

Procedure code modifier “DA” for “oral health assessment by a licensed health professional other than a
dentist” has been added to the Medicaid claims payment system. In order to comply with the billing
requirements in the Health Insurance Portability and Accountability Act (HIPAA), the DA modifier
should be used whenever screening centers and maternal health centers bill D0120, D0145 and D0150.
Use of the modifier is for informational purposes only and will not affect payment.
